A Resolution of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sonth San Francisco 
Declaring Its Intention to Improve a 
Portion of Swift Avenne. 




Whereas public interest and conveni¬ 
ence require that the work and improve¬ 
ment hereinafter described should be 
done: and 

Whereas in the optrlion of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco said contemplated work and 
improvement is, and is hereby declared 
to be of more than local or ordinary 
public benefit; 

Now, therefore, resolved by the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, that it is the intention of 
said Board to order the following work 
and improvement to be done in said 
City, to-wit: 

That Swift Avenue, from a line 
drawn at right angles to the center line 
of said Swift Avenue at a point three 
thousand seven hundred ninety (3,790) 
feet easterly along the center line of 
Swift Avenue from the intersection of 
the center line of Grand Avenue with 
the center line of Swift Avenue, to the 
easterly termination of said Swift Ave¬ 
nue, be improved as follows: 

By grading said Swift Avenue to 
official line and grade for the full length 
and for the width of thirty-three (33) 
feet; 

By constructing therein, for the full 
length hereinbefore mentioned an as¬ 
phaltic concrete pavement eighteen (18) 
feet wide, consisting of an asphaltic 
concrete wearing surface one and one- 
half (1V4) inches in thickness laid on a 
cement concrete base six (6) inches in’ 
thickness; by constructing therein four 
(4) circular corrugated iron culverts, 
each having a diameter of eighteen (18) 
inches, at the pluces shown upon the 
plans hereinafter mentioned for the con¬ 
struction of said culverts. 

All work herein provided for shall be 
done to official grade and in accordance 
with the special plans and specifications 
for said work, which said plans and 
specifications are entitled "Plans and 
Specifications for the construction of 
improvement work on Swift Attnue, in 
tlie City of South San Francisco; County 
hereof," which plans and specifications 
of San Mateo, State of California, which 
avenue is fully shown upon the plans 
hereto attached, which are made a part 
were heretofore adopted by said Board 
dr Trustees on the 23rd day of June, 
1919, and are now on file in the office of 
the City Clerk, to which plans and 
specifications reference is hereby made 
for a further description of said work 
and for the location and extent of the 
work to be done hereunder and for a 
particular description of the boundaries 
of the district herein mentioned. Any 
duplication in any of the work herein¬ 
before described shall be ignored. There 
is excepted, however, from the above 
mentioned work any and all such work 
as has been already done to official 
grade. 

And said Board of Trustees does 
hereby determine and declare that said 
proposed work and improvement is of 
more than local or ordinary public 
benefit, and will affect and benefit the 
lands and district hereinafter described, 
which said district is hereby declared 
to be the district benefited by said 
work and improvement, and that there¬ 
fore the entire costs and expenses of 
said work and Improvement shall be 
and is hereby made chargeable against 
and shall be assessed upon said lands 
and district, except as herein expressly 
provided, which district is within said 
City of South San Francisco, County of 
San Mateo, State of California, and 
particularly bounded and described as 
follows, to-wit:

Mrs. Mary A. Tobin, mother of 
Richard M., Clement and Edward J. 
Tobin of Hillsborough and Mrs. 
Charles W. Clark and Mrs. Raoul 
Duval of San Mateo, passed away 
peacefully in her apartments at the 
Fairmont Hotel Wednesday", after be¬ 
ing a prominent figure in the social 
and religious life of San Francisco 
for more than fifty ytars.

In an act of Congress approved 
February 29, 1919, it is provided that: 
“. . . enlisted men honorably dis¬ 

charged from the army, navy and 
marine corps since November 11,1919, 
shall receive 5 cents per mile from the 
place of his discharge to his actual 
bona fide home or residence or orig¬ 
inal muster into the service, at his 
option.” 

Soldiers. 

Due to controversy over the intent 
of the law, many soldiers and sailors 
have received only 3% cents.or have . 
been paid only to place of muster in. 
All such claims the War Department 
is now prepared to adjust. To secure 
such settlement, the soldier must send 
in his discharge‘certificate, or a copy 
thereof certified by the nearest re- 
cruiiing ollicer, and a sworn applica¬ 
tion. / 

Any soldier in my district desiring 
to present, such a claim may secure the 
necessary blank at the office of The 
Enterprise, and after it is properly 
filled out should send it to the Zone 
Finance Office, Lemon Building, 
Washington, D. C., when they will re¬ 
turn his discharge together with 
check. 

Sailors. 

No affidavit is required by the Navy 
Department.' Simply fill out applica¬ 
tion, which can also be secured at The 
Enterprise office, and forward it, to¬ 
gether with discharge or release, to 
the Bureau of Navigation, Navy De¬ 
partment, Washington, D. C.

AMERICAN STEEL PRICES 

WORRYING BRITISH 


RELIABLE QUALITY 

REASONABLE SERVICE 


The news of the cut of $4.25 in 
American prices for pig iron and of 
$12 on finished steel has caused 
! anxiety to steel manufacturers in Eng- 
; land. At the revised prices, four-inch 
billets brought $38.50 per gross ton in 
America, while the British figure was 
around $55, practically half as much 
again. 

According to reports received by the 
National Foreign Trade Council, Brit¬ 
ish steel manufacturers see their over¬ 
seas trade threatened and even their 
domestic markets prejudiced by this 
discrepancy in prices. 

They have reason to be disturbed, 
because probably only the heavy 
freights are averting an immediate 
flow of American raw steel into the 
British works, and a further cut in 
freight rates might bring American 
steel, freight and all, into the British 
market at less than the British price. 

The fact that the city of Birming¬ 
ham, England, should have placed a 
large order for street car rails with 
an American firm has caused consid¬ 
erable comment. Only three bids were 
received—two British and one Ameri¬ 
can. Other British manufacturers were 
approached, but none could handle the 
contract. Of those submitted, the 
American was most favorable, both in 
price and guarantee of delivery. 

To protect the home market, lead¬ 
ing British steel manufacturers are 
advocating further prohibitions of 
foreign imports of steel. This is 
deemed necessary to place British in¬ 
dustry once more on its feet. Even 
with such artificial encouragement, it 
is doubtful if England will be able to 
resume the position formerly held in 
the export trade. With freight to be 
paid in addition to her already higher 
prices, England can not hope to put 
steel on the Canadian market at a 
price which will compete with the 
American. The same is true of other 
foreign markets.
